PARIS, May 29.—Quai d’Orsay 
today completed the draft of a 
circular note for the Allies to 
hand Wilhelmstrasse concerning 
the nonevacuation of Cologne fol- 
lowing the agreement reached be- 
tween the French and British gov- 
ernments. 

Tomorrow the Council of Am- 
bassadors will approve the docu- 
ment and then Tuesday the Brit- 
ish, French, Italian and Belgian 
Ambassadors in Berlin will hand 


the note to Foreign Minister 
Stresemann. 
The Allied decision merely 


states that Germany has failed to 
execute the disarmament clauses 
of the Versailles Treaty, and there- 
fore the Reich “cannot benefit 
from the terms of Article 429, 
anticipating the evacuation of the 
Cologne bridgehead five years aft- 
er ratification,” which expired in 
January. 

The note states that the sone 
will continue to be occupied wnatil 
Germany carries out the disar- 
mament the treaty provides, not 
mentioning a specific date, but 
leaving the entire matter te the 
Berlin government. The note ad- 


mits that the Reich is now exe- 
cuting its reparations obligations 
satisfactorily under the Dawes 
pian. 

Then follows an enumeration of 
the violations or nonexecution of 
disarmament—the re-creation of @ 
great genere| staff, more than 
100,000 reichswehr troops, corcess 
war material, the continuation of 
munitions factories and the mili- 
tarizing of the state police.

Children No Longer Herded 
in Institutions

WASHINGTON, May 29.-—Stu- 
dents of the dependent child prob- 
lem are leaning toward the cot- 
tage institution ip preference to 
the congregate institution. While 


the United States Children's 


reau, which has been making a 
study of this question in connec- 
tion with a handbook now being 
prepared, indorses the cottage in- 
stitution idea, it wishes to empha- 
size the fact that it believes that 
children should be placed in in- 
stitutions of any kind only as 4 
last resort. 

The bureau emphasizes its post- 
tion that when it is at all possible 
a child should be kept with his 
mother. In order that this may be 
done the bureau advocates pensions 
for those mothers whose financial 
condition might force them to 
break up their homes. 

It believes the next best solution 
of the dependent child is the 
foster home which has been #e- 
lected with care as to suitable en- 
vironment for the particular child 
in question. If, however, it is im-

administration building, a gymna- 
sium and auditorium, a farm with 
farmer's cottage, eight cottages for 
the children and «a receivi cot- 
tage. Each of the cottages de- 
signed to accommodate twelve chil- 
dren and is supervised by a cot- 
tage mother and an assistant. Each 
has tte own d4ining-roem and 
kitchen as any ordinary home 
would have and the children, inso- 
far as possible, have a normal 
home atmosphere. An effort ie 
made to get away from the old idea 
of placing only children of one 
eex and of near age in the same 
cottage. The children are grouped 
more nearly as they would be in «a 
usual home. 

The outstanding feature of this 
Institution is the fact that there is 
no central echool or church. The 
children attend the public echools 
of the near-by citf and go to the 
particular church of their faith. 
ecccasionally g0 to the 
town for entertainment. The idea 
is te give them a community con- 
tact which heretofore has been 
lacki in such institutions. It is

CHICAGO, May 29%.—Ten thou- 
sand heavily armed guards are 
now patrolling 1000 Illinois towns 
every hour of the day and night, 
ready to war against bank rob- 
bers. 

These figures were announced 
by the Illinois Bankers’ Associa- 
tion, which has sponsored the idea 
of providing the State’ with an 
organization to prevent the nu- 
merous bank robberies which cost 
thousands of dollars and resulted 
in the slaying of scores of inno- 
cent victims in 1924.

New experiments in peering § 
side the atom in an attempt to 
learn the nature of light and oth- 
er radiations, 
lwere described 
last night by 
Dr Robert A. 
Millikan, head 
of California 
Institute of 
Technvlogy, in 
an address to 
the Sunset Club. 
The nature of 
ra@iiation, he 
declared, is the 
Simost funda- 
aj me.utal problem 
physics and 
discoveries now 
being made, 
while not neces- 
sarily of industria! importance 
now, are certain to affect profvuund- 
ly the future development of the 
human race. Man's proper adjust- 
ment to the universe, the speaker 
insisted, depends upon. his under- 
standing of the forces that govern 
it and his ability to use them for 
his benefit. 

His distingushied work with the 
atom and his discoveries in thet 
field of research resulted in Dr. 
Millikan’s heing awarded the 1924 
Nobel pr or physic. 

“Thirty years ago,” said Dr. 
likan. “there began an amazing 
group of new discoveries. X-ray 
brought to light suddenly 
a whole group radiations 
we had known nothing about: 
then came radioactivity, which 


showed atoms doing wholly 


new and undreamed-of things. 
shooting out parts of themselves 
with speeds immensely greater 
than th with which matter had 
been su ed ever to be endowed. 
and most amazing of ull, continu- 
ally transforming the.aselves into 
new types of atoms. 


FUNDAMENTAL ELEMENTS 

“Then came the discovery that 
there are just ninety-two funda- 
mental elemen<s, all appearing to 
be built up of two fundamental en- 
tities, positive and negative elec- 
trons. Then we became able to 
count how many electrons there 
were in every atom; we could see 
the positives held together in the 
central nucleus, and negative elec- 
trons, from one to ninety-two, exe- 
cuting orbits. as we thought, 
arceund them.

“Anatol” Delightfully Produced

That inimitable <« cynic, Arthur 
Schnitzler, once set down a few 
delightful adventures in the realm 
of affection, calling them “The Af- 
fairs of Anatol.” These whimsica! 
emotional excursiong have been 
specially translated by the play- 
writing department of the Marta 
Oatman School of the Theater and 
were played last night at the Sum- 
Toy-Sho, and will be repeated to- 
night. 

The gentleman of many loves 
and moods is interpreted, most ad- 
mirably, by Kenneth Gibson, who 
has already been familiar to au- 
diences there.
